22 RYAN TRAINED HORSES 
BEING READIED AT CAMDEN 


James E. Ryan, who has been rank- 
ed at the top of the hunt-meeting 
trainers for the past several years 
has twenty-two horses in training in 
Camden. Mr. Ryan, of Unionville, 
who has imported many Irish-breds 
from his native land has made a last- 
ing reputation with many of them in 
the past decade. The Ryan charges, 
mostly young horses are stabled in 
the Camden Racing Association’s 
stables, adjoining the lovely “‘Spring- 
dale’’ course. Many of the older 
horses are still roughed out in Union- 
ville, including Tool Box. 

Two well known timber toppers 
are training well in Rustic Romance 
and Faction Fighter. The former, 
now five, showed ability last year in 
the Deep Run meeting, while the son 
of Trish Battle was ridden on several 
occasions by Mr. Sidney Watters close 
second to the great grey Strawbridge 
Coq Bruyere. Mr. Ryan has a new 
timber horse in Home Sweet Home, a 
four year old, full brother to the good 
Cabin Fire, who will run in the colors 
of Mrs. James C. Clark. A big brown, 
the son of Cottage looks promising.

Pass, who was second to Ad Lib in 
the Foxcatcher National last Septem- 
ber; Royal Thomas, only once out of 
the money in four starts last year 
when he fell at Essex; Hills of Erin, 
another Pick of The Circus, a three 
year old and bold looking sort; Sea 
Chief, the ‘‘Best Steeplechase Type” 
of the Virginians’ Horse Show, owned 
by Paul Mellon’s Rokeby Stable; Lit- 
tle Lancer, Mrs. Ryan’s young son of 
Lancegaye; Old Dom, Jim Ryan’s 
own prospect, a winner in his one ef- 
fort last year, a mile flat race at Fair 
Hill; Mrs. James Park’s Crooked

Conditions of the eighth Happy 
Hill Point-to-Point, to be held at 
White Horse, Pa., on April 2, have 
just been mailed out by the Commit- 
tee which includes David B. Sharp.

Capt. Ewart Johnston’s Seafarin 
Dan, now in training, has never been 
better. Believing that there’s no bet- 
ter tonic for a horse who enjoys his 
fox-hunting, Seafarin Dan, a son of 
Dan IV, has been going regularly 
with the Moore County Hounds in 
Sandhills. Mr. Laing has ridden 
the son of Dan IV foxhunting as well 
as on the drag-hunting days. Rich- 
ard Wallach also hunted ’Dan, as 
Capt. Johnston is want to call him, 
and he’s really qualified with more 
than a half dozen outings. 

One of the best over timber, Sea- 
farin Dan is being prepared for a 
spring campaign over brush.

Piedmont met at Paul Mellon’s on 
Friday, February 17th and drew over 
some of the land newly acquired by 
the master of Rokeby. Hounds soon 
were away on a fox that was viewed 
running South. A sudden turn to the 
west with scent spotty had Hounds 
baffed, but for two that swung left 
and worked the line by themselves as 
Huntsman Craun brought the rest of 
the pack to a View Halloo from cars 
along the road. The wind was blow- 
ing hard from the Southwest and the 
pack, although on the line of their 
fox, could do little. They went across 
the sand clay road near Mr. Mellon’s 
gate and the pace quickened with 
Hounds running west towards the 
Grayson farm. Jumping from a lane 
in which there was no bottom out of 
soft mud and ruts and no take-offs, 
Irving Beavers, whip of the Piedmont 
Hounds riding his good little brown 
mare, had a terrible fall. The mare 
that has carried this redoubtable fox- 
hunter in many a great run, hooked 
her knees on the top of one of three 
rails. There was no momentum to 
throw Beavers clear and the mare 
somersaulted down on top of her rid- 
er. It was fortunate that the mud 
was so deep on the landing as well as 
the take-off side of this treacherous 
spot, for Irving Beavers felt the full 
weight of the mare on his legs. She 
seemed unable to rise at first and it 
was a full minute before: members of 
the Field were able to reach her and 
help her off Beavers who suffered a 
concussion and a badly broken leg. 


Hounds were finally found again 
west of Mrs. Cary Grayson’s house. 
Dr. Randolph had huntsman Craun 
draw east back on to Mellon land and 
Glascock land and then on to Hubert 
Phipps place where another fox was 
found that made two big ringing 
circles across Phipps land and on to 
the Llewellyn property. A stout stone 
wall and rider did not check the 
Field for a moment, nor did a tricky 
Post and rail jump with the take-off 
directly out of a brook.

After a month of inclement con- 
ditions, Hounds met at the Hunt 
Farm at 11:30 A. M., February 11th. 
As the sun was bright, the remain- 
ing snow and ice melting and _ the 
odor of hounds was strong when un- 
kenneled, the wise did not expect a 
scent that would provide a good run. 

After drawing our blind and trap- 
py country blank, in a left handed 
direction, in Rieman’s woods a fox 
was started by Nimrod and the line 
taken up by Windsor and_ Frantic 
(all Welsh hounds) who worked the 
line at a slow pace almost to the hard 
road, near Palm, where scent failed 
entirely. During this brief run of 
some five miles, Hounds were al- 
most in constant yiew and it was sur- 
mised it was pad and not body scent 
that lead them. Throughout the run 
the pack carried qa good head. Hounds 
were then lifted and taken across the 
hard road into Lehigh County in the 
open valley of the Hosensack, where 
scent was equally catchy and noth- 
ing much developed. 

As the sun was going down, the 
stable was calle and the vans were 
sent to meet us at Treichler’s green 
barn so the horses could be vanned 
back to the Farm, thus saving the 
cold and bleak hack of some _ ten 
miles, 

For some of the field the upper 
country was new and a delightful 
change. Unfenced fields with excel- 
lent going and gorgeous views were 
reminiscent of old English sporting 
prints, stretches of field after field 
of grass as more recently seen in the 
works of Lionel Edwards. 

Among the field of eighteen were 
Jack Hamilton, astride a chestnut 
thoroughbred that he has raced sev- 
eral times over brush, and his wife 
both of whom hunt with Huntingdon 
Valley and White Marsh; Mrs. Geo- 
rge Shaw on her gray mare Colleen, 
a consistent winned at the big shows;

M. Roy Jackson, M. F. H. of Rad- 
nor, left the Hunt Country on Sun- 
day, February 12th, for a week of 
Florida sunshine. He appointed J. 
Hunter Lucas, acting Master in his 








absence. Under Mr. Lucas’ able lead- 
ership, Hounds showed a good week’s 
sport to many enthusiastic followers, 
under changeable weather conditions. 

Monday, February 13th, the Meet 
Was at the Radnor Hunt Club at 11 
o'clock to celebrate Lincoln’s Birth- 
day. Hounds moved off with Hunts- 
man O'Neal and Honorary Whipper- 
In Stockton White 4th, who is tem- 
porarily replacing Whipper-In_ Bird. 
Lincoln's Birthday is’ always a_ big 
hunting day at Radnor and many 
pink coats were seen in a field of 
about 35 as they followed Hounds 
across White Horse Farms toward 
Charlton Yarnall’s Grum Creek Farm 
for the first draw. It was a beauti- 
ful, clear, springlike day.

Warm spring day. Hounds 


met at the Leopard at 11 a. m. and 
moved across Sidney Halloway’s to 
draw Waynesborough swamp.

of good sport. At this point, Mr. 
Lucas called it a day. 

Wednesday, February 15th in con- 
trast to the two previous days was a 
dark stormy day with a strong, warm 
wind blowing hard from the north- 
east. A small Field of 10 dared the 
elements and moved off behind 
Hounds from Bullock’s Corner at 11 


o'clock. Huntsman O’Neal cast 
Hounds into Clark Hall’s woods 
which was blank, then drew on 


through Freeman’s pines. Then came 
the rain. I don’t believe it has ever 
rained harder. It literally came down 
in buckets. Huntsman O’Neal said 
he could hardly see his Hounds pack- 
ed up around him. Field, Hunt Staff 
and Hounds were absolutely soaked 
and all wished they hadn’t dared the 
outing. 

Thursday, February 16th. With 
Wednesday’s rain came a very strong, 
cold wind out of the north, The 
thermometer dropped from the spring 
warmth of almost 60 degrees down to 
the freezing eighteen and twenties. 
When Hounds met at the Quaker 
Meeting House at 1:00 P. M., with 
the exception of a little moisture on 
the south slopes, everything was froz- 
en up tight. A strong north wind 
was still blowing and the air seemed 
even colder than it really was. The 
draw was Sam Van Allen’s round top, 
Pratt’s woods, the Delchester coverts 
and Dick Clark’s woods, all of which 
proved blank. The Taylor’s swamp 
fox was home, however, and he had 
Hounds out the west end of the 
swamp. Then he made a big circle 
out toward the Westchester Pike and 
back into the swamp. Hounds had to 
work very hard to own the line and 
ran slowly down through the Mar- 
shall Morgan’s Paper Hill and ‘‘Pick”’ 
Harrison’s then back toward Taylor’s 
where the fox was turned by a ¢ar. 
Hounds worked the line back across 
a bare field, where their heads finally 
came up and they were unable to go 
farther. The cold north wind had 
blown the scent right away. Hunts- 
man O’Neal cast in every direction, 
but Hounds were never able to re- 
cover the line. Next Hounds arew 
James Sinkler’s Milfern, William 
Hunneman’s Happy Hollow and Tony 
Jackson’s swamp all blank. Every 
one had had plenty by this time so 
Hunter Lucas told Huntsman O’Nea 
to take Hounds up. No hunting day, 
conditions were impossible. 

Saturday, February 18th. The cold 
snap was not to last. Saturday was a 
clear day with the temperature up 
between 45 and 50 degrees and a 
strong west wind blowing. The meet 
was at the Radnor Hunt Club at 
eleven o’clock. Whipper-In Bird was 
out for the first time after a week of 
Grippe. At the appointed time, 
Huntsman O’Neal moved off toward 
the Fairy Hill covert for the first 
draw with a mixed pack of 20 and 1 
half couples. A Field of fifty follow- 
ed led by Hunter Lucas, the Field 
Master. Fairy Hill was blank. This 
proved to be the case through the 
next six coverts also. None of the 
foxes were at home. Huntsman 
O’Neal took Hounds on across the 
Paoli Westchester Pike and drew 
through Clark Hall’s woods and Free- 
man’s Pines to Lewis’. Here the 
Radnor pack harked into Baldwin’s 
farmer pack which had run down into 
that country from the Boot. Both 
packs came together got straightened 
out and ran up wind very fast 
through Lewis’, circling north up to 








Immaculata College, then back down 
wind to Freeman’s. The fox then 
ran the same circle a second time 
The Field had a good fast gallop for 
almost an hour. Hounds drove on 
pretty fast the whole time, but were 
not able to straighten out this fox. 
The Radnor Staff finally decided to 
separate the two packs and draw back 


down country. On this run, scent 
was very good in coverts, but the 


wind would blow it away in the open. 
Hounds drew Sam Eckert’s Bellvue 
Farm, through Bill Taylor’s, into the 
Peach Orchards, where the second fox 
of the day was found. From here, it 
was a good straight point on through 
the Peach Orchards and down 
through Taylor’s swamp all the way 
to the south end of Hunting Creek 
Farm. Our fox now circled back 
through Marshall Morgan’s and 
“Pick”? Harrison’s. Hounds finally 
encountered a loss in Sinkler’s which 
they were never able to work out. 
This run lasted 45 minutes and the 
Field got another very good gallop 
during the first part of it. The wind 
made scenting conditions very diffi- 
cult and Hounds did some very not- 
able work throughout the day.

Monday, February 13th was a 
grand holiday hunt. The snow was 
entirely gone.

The 
going was good and scenting con- 
ditions were excellent. 

We met at Gradyville, first drawing 
the cover on the Pig Farm, moving 
on to Mendenhall’s Thicket; through 
Pinkerton’s, turning right into the 
Street Road Barrens where up jump- 
ed the nicest big fox any Field ever 
viewed. This fox came out of the Bar- 
rens at the end nearest the Simmons 
Farm. He crossed the open meadow, 
turned right heading for the Baker 
place. From here he led us to the big 
covert near the Middletown Road 
and then back to Pinkerton’s where 
there was a check for several min- 
utes. Hounds worked a slow line for 
a few hundred yards leading into 
a bog. On the sunny side Mr. Fox had 
taken refuge, and here much to his 
discomfort he all but had his pur- 
suers nipping at his brush. It was 
hard and fast. Hounds were working 
beautifully. Three fields were crossed 
and the pace quickened. It had been 
a good run for fifty- five minutes. 
This sudden burst of speed called on 
the endurence of even the best of 
horses. We kept to the left taking 
a path through the woods circling 
hard right across several more large 
fields turning back into the woods. 

A really unusual scene followed. 
The Hounds were about to account 
for their prey. The few riders to be 
present at the ‘kill’? were moving in 
when suddenly, as lead hound was 
about to follow the usual tradition, 
Mr. Fox made a quick little turn 
and miraculously disappeared into a 
crevice between two boulders. He de- 
served to be spared. By actual timing 
it was a hard run of an hour and ten 
minutes. Two horses went down. Un- 
fortunately the rider of one needed 
medical attention. 

After this good sport those having 
second horses changed. The Master 
next led his Field across Street Road 
to Thomas’ Thicket which was drawn 
blank. The next two coverts, Sup- 
plee’s and Westtown School were like 
wise. This appeared to be a little dis- 
couraging, but not for long. In a 
sunny meadow near Tapper’s a nice 
fox lay basking in the warmth of the 
early afternoon.

quent occurrence, . 

The 65 minutes with Miss Charlot- 
te Noland, M. F. H., last Thursday, 
Feb. 16 and good old Harry Worces- 
ter Smith’s son Crompton are really 
but a very brief experience in this 
great season, but such a bright sharp 
episode the outing was that we wish 
to stamp it clean and deeply in out- 
line in the memory of our readers. 

The time of the meeting was ad- 
vanced from 12 to one o’clock, so 
that the ground, which had _ frozen 
during Wednesday night might 
thaw the more. The meet was up on 
Mrs. Amory Perkins’ ‘‘Journey’s 
End” and the charming mistress of 
this lovely place was numbered in 
the field herself. 

The Chronicle went to the Kennels 
to ride over with Huntsman Maddux 
and Whipper-in George. Twenty 
couple of Middleburg’s American 
beauties were loosed when the gate 
swung wide, and down the road they 
went in the most orderly manner, in 
complete contrast to the wild be- 
havior of but a moment before when 
they were crying for a release. There 
was no rolling. ae : 

The wind was up a bit, from the 
north-east; so much so that Hunts- 
man Maddux feared for scent. Still 
there was that delicious cool and 
damp sensation on your nose, when 
taking a deep breath. The day 
couldn’t but be right. 

Hounds were cast back of ‘‘Snake 
Hill’? and worked rapidly through 
coverts up the Creek. There wasn’t 
a wasted moment, and they feather- 
ed far and wide. Big Sport suddenly 
struck it on Seipp land, then they 
came to it, in twos and fours and 
soon the whole pack was streaming 
in full ery due west towards ‘‘Chil- 
ton’’. Two lead Hounds got out in 
front at a momentary dwell and _ it 
wasn’t until the line had swung to 
the south and into the Farm of 
Nina Carter Tabb that Hounds pack- 
ed together again. 

They had it, they made it out well, 
then they lost it and just as quickly 
chorused away with real assurance. 
They flowed as a pack across the 
Highway on Tabb land, right there 
at the blind turn. It was hazardous 
for a sixty mile an hour’ motorist 
would have mowed them all down. 
The field went left handed of Mrs. 
Tabb’s. The Staff was right handed 
and jumped the wall from the road 
into Mrs. Tabb’s barnyard. With 
them were Harry Worcester Smith, 
Max Niven, and Henry Frost. We 
flew the barnyard plank to get out 
and then made fun of the sheep-hur- 
dle fence in the next paddock as 
five of us topped it together. 

Hounds were speeding across the 
Phipps Mill land, in the field adjoin- 
ing the air-port. They pressed their 
fox, through the first covert, and 
then swung left-handed towards the 
Ellis House, before coming about 
right-handed in the woods by Crom- 
well Run. Then Southwards he carri- 
ed us to Rattlesnake Hill, and pro- 
ceeded to give a final culminating 
burst of twenty minutes that can 
never be crowded out of the fortun- 
ate followers’ memories. He seemed 
to be the same red of the Piedmont 
Dec. 2nd., day, when the meet was 
at Atoka. If it was, his memory serv- 
ed him well, for he ran all but a 
field of the same course. 

When he struck it off across Ray- 
mond Guest’s, we rolled down throu- 
gh deep fields and conserved our 
horses, aS we were all convinced that 
it might be all the way to the Blue 
Ridge Mountains. We crossed the 
Atoka sand-clay and took the cap- 
rock wall into the Phipps Lake place 
in a stride. 

Miss Charlotte was riding close up 





to Huntsman Maddux, on her Upper- 
ville Grand-Champion Hunter Roke- 
by, while beside her was Crompton 
Smith, her adjutant, on his Show 
ring star Mowgli. Despite riding ring 
performers, neither Miss Charlotte 
nor Crompton had qualms for blem- 
ishes. It was cap-rock walls, stout 
rail fences and big panels that. they 
went to, and the field strung out 
further and further. 

The old red twisted in the Langley 
woods, forcing Hounds to dwell a 
moment, then down towards’ the 
Langley stables it was, and __left- 
handed towards the pike. Finally 
round about to the right he swung 
and Hounds and horses lengthened 
their strides across the air-port. This 
was a pity for now he was striking 
back to his Rattlesnake retreat, and 
the point was ended. 

It was deep in spots in the next 
field, and back we arrived at the 
sand-clay road, where the good set 


back ‘in’ of rails was accomplished 
to again ride Guest land. 

We were in to ou: horses’ knees 
here in places, and we were pulled 
to a trot as Hounds flew on. We had 
another rail panel and then what a 
test it was over the wall and drop. 
Huntsman Maddux and Whipper-in 
George were over it, and there was 
a dwell for Hound work. If the 
Chronicle camera could but have re- 
corded the glee on the Middleburg 
Staff’s faces as they watched Crom- 
pton Smith come over the drop, and 
did they warn him? Never! Cromp- 
ton gave the warning, and just in 
time for Miss’Charlotte who was ris- 
ing at the cap-stones. What a picture 
of flowing motion she made as she 
and Rokeby soared and then landed, 
and the drop was a full two feet. 

Left-handed it was or some. fol- 
lowers, down to the gate and through 
the creek, but two great walls con- 
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Middleburg 


fronted us to the right, 
wheat and out and up to Rattle- 
snake. Here ended the line, and a 
good line it was. There had been forty 
or more in Miss Charlotte’s pocket 
at the ouset and now there were but 
a fourth. The rest came dawdling up 
in time, except for two who had 
come a cropper. 

The last twenty minutes was a 
buster and came as the real fortis- 
simo after the crescendo of the first 
three quarters of the hour. Hounds 
were drawn back though Tabb and 
Seipp land but a day was called 
when nothing further was done. 
Everyone was home by four. 

The time of last Monday’s Meet at 
Macksville was advanced from the 
usual hour to 3 p. m. in order that 
Mr. Sands, having just returned from 
his Southern vacation, might attend 
a board meeting in Leesburg that 
morning. The day was fair and un- 
usually warm for this time of year 
with a light wind blowing from the 
west. The woods back of the Wad- 
del’s house were first drawn. Hounds 
were working to the east of where 
the Master and his field waited and 
with the wind blowing away from the 
latter no one heard Hounds when 
they went away. Consequently 
Hounds and Huntsman Maddux had 
a good ten minutes start of their fol- 
lowers. Jockey Nichols and perhaps 
a dozen or so others happened to be 
in the road that leads from Macks- 
ville to the cattle scales at this time 
and by halooing loudly attempted to 





into the 


draw the Master’s attention to the 
fact that Hounds had gone away. 
Many thought it was merely that they 
had viewed and were shouting ‘“‘Tally- 
ho.”’ Much time was thus lost in go- 
ing after Hounds. 

A fox had been started in Black 
Swamp and Hounds had gone away 
across G. P. Metcalf’s and Harry 
Furr’s and thence to “Oakham’’. The 
field continued to follow as best they 
could, viewing another fox as they 
crossed back of the Furr house. On 
reaching Mrs. Henry Fairfax’s, it was 
discovered that Hounds had crossed 
the turnpike into Orange County, 
swinging right handed near Colonel 
Harris’ place and then on to Warren’s 
where the fox was putin. Mr. Sands 
then instructed Huntsman Maddux to 
bring Hounds back to where the sec- 
ond fox had been viewed, so that 
shortly after throwing in on Harry 
Furr’s Hounds were away again on 
the second fox of the day. A two 
mile run ensued without a check to 
a point above Johnston Russell’s 
house. The line was picked up again 
between Dover and the Chimneys and 
it was then across Jim Skinner’s farm 
and on to the Snickersville pike. 
Swinging right then into Miss Charl- 
otte Noland’s wheat field, Hounds 
once more got away from the field for 
a time. There was a short lapse in 
finding the direction of Hounds, then 
it was across Jim Skinner’s again to 
Crompton Smith’s ‘Featherbed Farm’ 
where they swung into Crouch’s, on 
through the Breckenridge place to 
Raymond Berryman’s where Hounds 
finally accounted alongside the Creek. 
The brush was presented to Mrs. 
Rosemary Ward and the mask to 
Mrs. Crompton Smith. 

Despite the sudden drop in the 
thermometer Tuesday night and the 
rising wind from the northwest, 








Hounds met last Wednesday at Hibbs 
Bridge at noon. Coverts on the Wal- 
ter Bowes’ ‘‘Egypt Farm” were drawn 
first, meantime the wind was rising 
steadily. Crossing onto Miss Creigh- 
ton’s, a fox was started and Hounds 
were away in an easterly direction. 
The fox was thus running with the 
wind, which direction he never once 
forsook. It was a straight line to Mt. 
Gilead, then on past Utopia and over 
to Mountain Gap. 

Here the wind interferred and 
Hounds got off the line onto some 
stray dogs which they ran for perhaps 
a mile and a half before they could 
be whipped off.
